The  treachery  of  the  Modocs  in  murdering 
the  Peace  Commissioners  brings  to  mind  the 
hiatory  of  the  former  massacre  in  which 
eighteen  Modoc  peace  irffen  VGrfe  murdered. 
In  1852  a  company  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Benjamin  Wright  organized  and 
proceeded  from  Yreka  to  the  Indian  country 
around  Triw  island  tb*  l avh  Beds  and 
fought; three  unsuccessful  battles,  their  force 
being  insufficient  for  the  subjection  of  the 
Mode**.  They  returned  to  Yreka  and 
organized  a  larger  force  and  then  marched 
again  to  tba  Mtirioe  dbUbtry.  Winter  ap¬ 
proaching  found  the  Modocs’  supply  of 
blankets,  ammunition  and  food  extremely 
Incited,  consequently  i  the  Modocs  were 
anxious  for  a  cessation  of  the  br^a^ties. 
Captain  Wright  received  the  Modocs  pvet- 
tures  with  great  cordiality.
